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Tne Colle tuzs were actually started operetings in 1878 
wnen Septain He Colle had the Tug FOX built in Philadelphia, 


Pennsylvania, and then brought this steam powered, wooden hull 


tug from st eave ea to Pascagoula via the Atlantic Ocean, 
around the Foy ida Keys and up the Gulf Coast to Pasca 
This tug was owned by Captain H. Colle and the brothers of 
the Le Ne Dantzler Lumber Company, and was used for hendéline 
arses loaded with os timber and rafted logs from the various 

sawmills in Moss. Point to the vessels laying at anchorage 
inside Petit Bois Island, just cast of the present Pascagoula 
Snip Channel. This was a shallow draft tug anc could operate 
in the Pascagoula Rivere 

For some reason, unknown to the writer 
-and Captain H. Colle sold the Tug FOX to the Jahncke family in 
New Orteans, who used this tug until about ten years ago to 
transport shells from Lake Ponchartrain and gravel from Sast 
and iiest Pearl Rivesto the Jahncke yard on the old Basin Canal. 

Then the Dantzler interests sent Captain II. Colle north 
again to build a:new tug, Accordingly, the sien: LEO was de- 
livered in 1882, a so-calied "Dialogue" built boat by Dialogue 
or Fhiladelphia, a steel-hulled boat--steam powered and with 
500 Horsepower, and innovation at that tine. 

incidentally, both of these. boats used wood for fuel and 
from Philacelrhia to Pasesgoula, they nad to put in every day 


or two, ond the craw hat to cut timgevor fuel. ‘The cecks of 


wer? stackea to about six feet high with wood to 


feed the boilers. 

‘Upon arrival at Pascagoula with this large tug drawing 
9 foot draft, the critics in Pascagoula said that poor Captain 
Colle has gone crazy, bringing such a large tug to the port, 
as the water depth in Pascagoula River was only 7 feet, and 
the tus could not enter the river. 

To offset this trouble, Captain H. Colle built a dock off 
the south end of Pascagoula Street and deposited ship ballast, 
"Granite rocks", used by the sailing vessels for ballast when 
coming light-bound from the West Indes, Jamaica or Cuba, and — 
used a small sailing vessel to transport wood for fuel and stores 

sailing 
ana freshwater for the boilers and drinking water. This/vessel 
operated from the present Colle Towing Comoany Dock. The 
rockpile, as it is still known today, is located south and a 
little to the west of Pascagoula Street, and it is directly out 
in front of the McFaul-Rigby home at Beach Boulevard and South 
Pascagoula Street, where fishermen still cateh speckled trout. 

About this time the U. S. ingineers Corps were convinced 
of the need for a deeper channel for Pascagoula, andi then the 
Tug LEO was able to dock at the present Colle Deck and to go to 
Moss Point to pick up barges. The sailing vessels were partially 
loaded at Moss Point, and then fully loaded at the anchorage 
to ebout 160 to 18 feet. The greater amount of the lumber was 
shipped to Havana or to the south side of Cuba. 

Captain HW. Colle @ied in 1891, and some fow years arter this 
time, the Gulfport Harbor was develored by Captain Bert Jones, 


and the Gulf & Ship Island Railraod was built to serva Gulfport. 


Dantzlor, tn the msantime, formed the Pascagoula Towing 
Company with docks at the same old Golle homeplace, eventually 
with Captain H. Bugge as manager of the towing company. Captain 
Voss had been the previous manager. 

The Tug LO ran aground up the Pascagoula River just 
above Cumbest Bluit, putting a severedent in the port side of 
the steel hull; the owners were afraid to operate same. The 
tug was sold to W. A. Bisso Towboat Company, New Orleans, 
Louisiana, who are still overating the boat today with a 1600 
Horsepower diesel engine in place of the 500 Horsevower steam 
enzine. The Colle Towing Company Tugs FOX and LEO are named for 
these former tugsSe . 

In the 1890's and through the early 1900's, the Pascagoula 
“Towing Company had built the Tugs Lis KIMBALL, LAURA, and the 
BaSSIs DAWTZLaR. These tugs were all built by Chris Christensen 
on Krebs Lake just above the Spanish Fort, and tney were used to 
tow rafts of timber anc barges loaded with savm timber to shipsice 
at anchorage from Moss Point, both to the Pascagoula anchorage 
anc to the Gulfport harbor anc the Gulfport anchorage. These 
tugs also towed the sailing vessels into and out of Pascagoula 
and Moss Pointe 

Captain H. H. Colle, son of Captain H. Colle, went to 
work on the tug

pbout 1915 oes Mexican interests, anc then Cantain H. H. Colle 
built the Tug H. H. COLLE in 1916 at Frentz Shipyard, which 
was “Lave to become the Gulf Ship Company, owned by Colle 
and Dantzler, and in about 1930 became F. Be ia ‘ker and Sons 
Shipyarde 

All of these tuzs operated in competition to meet the 
sailing vessels coming to Horn Island Pass to go to Pascagoula 


or Moss Point to loade No radio communications were available 


at that time, only telegraph to advise " 


Time of Departure" from 
Havana or other portse Each tug tried to outdo the other get- 
ting to the vessel. The first tug to "speak the vessel", 
through a megacnone, received the tow. They even went so far 
as to slip out of the harbor at night without the other tug 

captains knowing about their ceparture. They would send a man 
to the L & N Railroad Bridge to get him to open as quietly as 
possible, and then vick up the man at the bridge. This way they 
would avoid use of the steam whistle, and would meet the sailing 

in the 

vessel/early morning some 15 or 20 miles south of the Sea Buoy. 

The sailing vessels were either owned or chartered to the 
various sawnills in the area. At one time during the early 
1900's, there were 28 sawmills operating in Moss point, Pasca-= 
goula and Gautier. | 

Dantzler hada a small three masted schooner the DSLTA with 
Captain Bruce as the master. Several times with a fair wind, 
ang without a tus, he would sail into the harbor,pass the 


L & N Railroad Bridge an: anchor in the river off the old Gulf

Ship Company, which is now the location of F. B. Yalker & 

Sons Shipyard. Captain Bruce was a small wiry and tough cap- 
tain, with a small white mustache and goatee. He had a bullet 
Llodsec in his throat, by a former crew member, which could not 
be removed, and which crew member, I understand, was removed 
to"Davy Jones's Locker". Captain Bruce talked in a low nasal 
voice, and I remember his saying, after anchoring in the river: 
"Well, Herman, there she is, let's go to Moss Point." 

Captain H. H. Colle and Captain Josiah Peterson owned and 

operated the Schooner DORIS, a three masted schooner, which they 
purchased from "Down East" Boston, Massachusetts area. This 
vessel operated under charter to Dantzler, delivering sawn timber 


to Cuba. Captain "Si'Peterson" was a native of the Saba +slands, 


f 


a British possession, and a brother-in-law of Captain H. H. Colle. 
He was a naturalized citizen of the United States. He could 
make a trip from Moss Point and Pascagoula to Cuba in about 7 
cays loaded. After unloading, if with a fair wind, he would 
arrived in Pascagoula in 3 days, bringing fresh ripe bananas, 
avocacoes, papayas, anc other delicacies, which we enjoyed. 

He left Pascagoula on his last voyages September 1915, to 
retire to shore thet tripe He and Captain H. H. Colle were 
planning to so into business together to operate several 
saizings veesels in the lumber trace. Captain Peterso. would 
have been manaser of this epsration. But the September 1915 
hurricane caucht him, and he nor any member of the crew has 


been heard from since. A U. & destroyer patrolling the area 


bee 


reported sighting an overturned vessel, with a copper-sheathed 
bottom crifting in the Gulf about 200 miles south of Mobile 
Bar, bat could not read the name of the vessel, as it was too 
far underwater on the transom. The Schooner DORIS was a 
wooden-hull vessel with sopeerschanbhine up to the loaded 
waterline to prevent worms(teredoes) from entering the wood 
planking. 

We could go on and name many other sailing vessel skippers 
who were outstanding and of the highest caliber. 

Captain Ernest Richard, a Down~easter, sailed practically 
all the Seven Seas, especially the Atlantic, both north and . 
south from Africa to South America, His last sailing vessel was # 
the LOUISS M. RICHARD, and on his return from Nortn Africa, he 
- prought all the wicker furniture in stock from the Maceria Islands, 
together with a Reel wiad expensive baubles and linens. “Some 
of this furniture and especially the baubles are still being 
used tocaye 

Captain Willie Alberts and Captain F. L. Clinton were two 
of the most elegant and finely dressed skippers ever to grace the 
strests of Moss Point ana Pascagoula. Bowler hate, hish collars 
and dust coats for the ride by horse and bussy from Moss Foint to 
Pascagoula vere tne fashions of the time. Later the street 
railway furnished the transportation. Both of these égaptains= 
had the know-how to get their osteo: Ut lumber unloaced at Havana and 
Cuba Some vossels would have to wait 12 to 1) days for unloading, 


but they were in and out before anyone knew they were there.

Captain Detloff and Captain Willie Bodden were both noted 
for their seamanship and were both about the last skippers 
operating in. the lumber trade. 

The 23 sawmills slowly shut-down one by one; not only for 
the lack of timésvout for the price obtained. The freight rate 


on sawn lumber to Mexico-Cuba --ancd all of the West Indies was

an everes about $11.00 per thousand board feet or more. 


At the last it dropped to $5 to $6 per thougand, and the sailing 
vessels could not make the grade. 

Dantzler was the last to close dowm, and the last vessel 
put into operation was the steel-hulled Barkentine "Hedwig". 
Dantzler purchased the vessel somewhere in the North and brought 
it to the Gulf Ship Company for repairs. This was the first 
we knew of chipping rust with air-hammers. This was summertime

and hot. All the boys in the neighborhood worked at the yard 
during the summer months. 

Using No. 90 air hammers we wogiced from 7:00 aem. to h:00 PeMe 
with all this noise going on, about 2) of us working at a tine. 
You wouleé never know how many rivets there ere in a steel hull 
abovt 350 feet long to chip-around each onee Quitting at the 
h:00 peme, home for supper then to bed, att the air-hammers were 
still going. Up at 5:00 a.m. to set to work for 7:00 a.m. , 
in the elr-hamner still in our ear.

Colle Towing Company had another good friend througn 
the years. Captain Tobias Torjusen originally started with 
Pascagoula Towing Compnay as a second captain, which we now 
called a mate or pilot. ‘When the lumber business slowed down, 
Captain Torjusen returned to his homeland, Norway, and obtained 
his "Master's Certificate" for ocean-going vesselse 
Upon returning to the United States, he was employed 
for a number of years aboard tankers, which at that time 
were quite hazardouse Then Captain Tor jusen was aucloyed as. 
master pilot for Kop hie! AMierrcahips Lines, commuted by 
train, bus, automobile and plans to meet every one of their 
s ships at all Gulf Coast Ports from Tamp to Houston and. 
Brownsville, including Jacksonvill and iiiami on the Bast Coaste 

In 1939, Ingalls started the Ingalls Shipbuilding Corpo- 
ration, and Captain Torjusen was employed as Outfitting Foreman 
end Pilot. Since that time, he continveé in this capacity 
until his untimely ¢eath in Welle /F@57. 

During that time of World War ITI, his son,Charkes Torjusen, 
attendéd the Merchant Marine Acacemy at New London, Connecticut, 
and sevved aboerd U. 5S. (omieie during World iiar II. Captain 
Charles Torjusen is now one of our ranking pilots at Pascagoula, 
and we are very proud of his activities in the vort, even 
though they keep him ws at night curing the present overloading 


of our oorte 


To sim uD, Colle Towing Comoany ane their ancestors 
have operated since 1875, and is now in the fourth generation. 
Captain He Colle himself, would be surprised to see the 
adifference. Colle Towing Company is now operating tugs up 
to 2600 Horsepower, with a channel depth of hO feet, whereas 


he finally obtained a ch annel Gepth cf 18 feet to Moss Point 


with the larsest tug ever in the harbor with 500 Horsepower.

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In the years.of the early 180's--in Alsace Lorraine 
under the German rule, there was a handsome rich young man 
named Hermane He met a very pretty girl named #lizabeth 
Eauerer. He fell in love with her and insisted she marry Biite: . * 
She, being a poor girl and not the oldest child, did not 
have a cowry. She told Herman, the rich man, that she could 
not marry him. In those days before a couple married, they 
had to parade through the streets with their dowry. 
Elizabeth had heard America was such a wonderful place. 
She decided to leave her lover and sail for America. She 


went on a sailing vessel, and each passenger had to have their 


own kitcnsn utensils and had to cook their meals in the galley.

The doctors pronounced it typhoid fever. She begged them not to 
send her to a hospital. John Tarkel fell in love with heres — 
While very sick, she pleaded with hor employer not to send her 
to the hospital. FPeople coming from Germany had a horror of 
hospitals. Her lover, John Tarkel, told her employer not to 


send her to the hospital. He would take care of her bills as 


they were to be marrie@ as soon as she was well enoughs. She 


was in a coma for thrce days and then began to get better, and 
when she was well, she and John were married. They lived in 
New Orleans. John was captain of a two mastec schooner nanicd 
WILHELMENA and took lumber to points in Alabama. They had 
five sons--Louis, Seka Phillip, John and Henry--anc one 
Gaughter, Wilnelmena.e 

When his be were old enough, he took Jake anc Phillip 
on the schooner for a trip to Stockton, Alabama. Both boys 
had yellow fever, died and were buried there. Poor Elizabeth 
grieved for her two sons. | 

The John Tarkel family moved to Biloxi. The Civil War 
wes being fought at that time. John went to New Orleans, 
left his family in Biloxi as they had a hurricane, and his 
schooner WILHELMENA was ashore in one of the front yarcs on 
Biloxi Beach. John was working in New Orleans but could not 
get his family back to New Orleans. The Yankees were in 
Biloxi.e. So many families were frightened and moved into the 
woodcse Elizabeth and her children stayed in Biloxi. The 
Yankees took her son John's goat and cooked it and invited 
John to have dinner with them. Then they said it was his 
goate Elizabeth was the: first person to make salt. She 
boiled the salt water and made salt. 

There was a spy that wanted to get to New Orlcans so 
couragous Elizabeth said she was going to get the schooner 
WILHELMENA overboard, and they. would all go to New Orleans 
to get food and shoes for the children as it was winter nOoOWe 


With some. assistance the schooner was put overboard, and they

sailed for New Orleans. When they were going in the basin in 
New Orleans, someone told John Tarkel the WILHELMANA was in tthe 
basin. He said it- was not so as she was ashore in Biloxi. 
One of the Yankee officers came aboard. The children weve all 
crying they were so hungrye They had not had anything to eat 
but wild euPPes~bedns and sweet potatoes. The Yankee officers 
sent food especially bread, which they hadn't eaten for months. 
The wldiers were men from "Silver Spoon" Butler's armye 

After the Civil War was over, they had a good livinge 
Their oldest son, John, married Mary Stycks of New Orleans, 
and they had no children.

So in 1878 Herman went to 
Philadelphia, had the tug FOX built, and when he arrived “in 
Pascagoula, all wondered what that big tugboat wovld do. This 
boat was quite a success, and she towed the barges of lumber to 
Horn Island where the big ships were Weegee, The Dantzler Lumber 
Company shipped all the lumber. On December 10, 1879, Herman 
Henry Colle Jr. was born in a house on Front Street and Delmas

tug FOX was not large enough to do the work. So again in 1882, 
Herman Colle Sr. went to Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, to build 
a large steel steam tug named the LEO, a beautiful tug, and she 

soon paid for herself and a nice profit. On March 30, 1683, 
uate ae born, and on December ll, 188, Louise was born.

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would get in and stomp the quilts. Lillie 
would turn the quilts and they were stomped 
some more. Rinsing was done by the same 
method. Quilts were put on the lines to dry. 
The family would eat a picnic lunch, relax 
and swim. When the quilts were dry they 
were put in clean boxes on the slide and 
everyone went home. 

Water for drinking and cooking was 
brought from a spring. Milk was kept in jars 
in the spring box to keep it sweet. 

Lillie kept house, gardened and ran a store. 
She had a pair of cotton cards and a pair of 
wool cards which were used to prepare the 
cotton and wool for quilts, pillows and mat- 
treses. The cotton card removed the seed and 
combed the cotton thin and smooth. The 
wool cards removed tangles and trash from 
wool and combed it into thin layers. 

Julian had said, on one occasion, that he 
wanted to die with his shoes on. On Dec. 19, 
1930, he rose early and prepared for a deer 
hunt - his favorite pass time. That day, he 
was accidently shot and killed by one of the 
hunters. He was forty-six years old. 

Lillie was 87 years old when she died on 
Feb. 11, 1973.

Wilhelmena Tarkel Colle was born in New 
Orleans, LA. She was the daughter of Capt. 
John and Elizabeth Lauffer Tarkel. As a 
child in Biloxi during the Civil War the fami- 
ly saw the hardships that were common to 
most people of the south. Mrs. Tarkel was 
clever. When the salt supply was exhausted, 
she and her children extracted salt from sea 
water. She discovered a substitute for cof- 
fee and shared her knowledge with her 
neighbors. 

Two German sailors, Herman Colle and 
Henry Buttig, decided the captain of their 
ship was too mean. They hid under a tar- 
paulin on the New Orleans wharf for two 
days until their ship sailed. At this time 
there was a large migration of German peo- 
ple to New Orleans and the two young men 
had no trouble finding jobs. They worked 
hard, saved their money and went into 
business. They owned schooners which trad- 
ed along the Gulf Coast which among other 
cargos carried charcoal, a fuel used for cook- 
ing and heating in demand in New Orleans. 

Herman and Wilhelmena were married in 
old St. Paul’s Lutheran Church in New 
Orleans, maybe ten years after the end of the 
War Between the States. The marriage was 
blessed with ten children. John, Ermma and 
Mena were born in New Orleans. The fami- 
ly then moved to Scranton, MS, later 
Pascagoula. Capt. Colle saw the future of the 
Pascagoula-Moss Point area. He, Mr. 
Buttig, Herman H. Colle and Wilhelmena 
Tarkel Colle and the Dantzler Lumber Com- 
pany saw the need for tug boats in this 
locale. 

Capt. Colle in 1878 went to Philadelphia 
to have the tug “‘Fox’’ built. The Colle family 
continued to grow after the move to 
Scranton. In 1879, Herman H. Colle was 
born. Henry C. Colle arrived in 1881; Melta 
in 1884; Louise in 1886; William in 1889; 
Edward in 1890; and Mathilda in 1891. 
Mathilda died at age three months and John 
at age 16. , 

In 1882, need for a more powerful tug sent 
Capt. Colle to have the steel 500 horsepower 
tug ‘‘Leo”’ built. 

Capt. Colle died on Oct. 3, 1891. Mrs. Colle 
lived to see her grandchildren. She died in 
1921. She was buried from Christ Lutheran 
Church, of which she was one of the 
founders.

JACK OVERTON COLLE 


JacK OVERTON COLLE, 93, a past President and honorary lifetime member of the Houston Geological Society, died June 5, 2009. 
My father was born in Pascagoula, Mississippi on March 24, 1916 to Captain William Jacob 
and Laura Beauchamp Colle. He graduated from Pascagoula High School in 1933 and was 
awarded an out-of-state scholarship to Louisiana State University. 


While at Louisiana State University, Dad participated in intramural sports, including play- 
ing on the 2nd Battalion Championship football team in 1933. He was a member of the 
Delta Epsilon Fraternity serving as a house manager 1937-1938. He was active with the 
Geological-Mining Society serving as president in 1937 and he became a student member 
of the American Association of Petroleum Geologist in 1937. During his college years he 
worked in the LSU bookstore and washed mud samples for the Louisiana State Geological 
Survey. Dad participated in R.O.T.C. for one year and wanted to enroll in advanced 
R.O.T.C. but wwas-beeause he was missing his right index finger. Fred E. Smith, a graduate 
student at LSU, encouraged Jack to study geology. He graduated in 1938 with a B.S. degree 
in geology. Dad cherished the lifelong friendships made at LSU. 


After graduation Dad came to Houston, Texas to begin his career with Standolind Oil and Gas as a sample washer. Soon he was 
employed by the late Hershal Ferguson as a consulting geologist and paleontologist. He joined the Houston Geological Society 
in 1938. Dad participated in the first carefully planned HGS field trip through East Texas on to Natchitoches, Louisiana. In 1940 
he married his college sweetheart, Olga Treigle., 


His career was interrupted by World War II. In June of 1942 he volunteered in the U.S. Army Air Corp (his missing finger went 
unnoticed). He went to Cadet School in Colorado becoming a photographic cadet. Dad was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant 
in November, 1942. He was an intelligence officer in the 91st Recon Wing in the Southwest Pacific with stints in Australia, New 
Guinea and on the islands of Leyte, Mindoro, Luzon and Okinawa. Dad participated in the mapping of the South Pacific and 
the interpretation of tactical air reconnaissance photographs, including those of Japan before and after the bombing which 
ended World War II. He returned to the States in 1945 and was honorably discharged with the rank of Major in February, 1946 
being awarded the New Guinea, Bismark, Archipelago, Philippine and Luzon Campaign metals. He received the Asiatic Pacific 
Campaign medal with four bronze stars, the Philippine Liberation Ribbon with a bronze star and the American Campaign vic- 
tory medal World War II. 


He resumed his career with Hershal Ferguson in 1946 and then three years later Dad opened his own doors as Jack Colle and 
Associates, becoming a highly respected consulting geologist and paleontologist (micropaleontology). He spent many a day, 
night and holiday on well sites washing the mud and examining the microscopic fossils. Dad loved picking bugs as they call it 
in his field. His professional career started in Houston and expanded into East Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi and the Gulf of 
Mexico. This firm served the Petroleum industry by examining more than 5,600 samples during a 45-year history. These came 
from wells located in the Gulf of Mexico, onshore and offshore Texas and Louisiana, Mexico, Nicaragua, Trinidad, Haiti, The 
Dominican Republic and Barbados. In 1960 Dad formed Lynbrook Oil Company to explore, operate and produce oil and gas, 
with drilling in Colorado and Polk counties, Texas. He completed several very successful oil and gas wells. 


Dad actively participated in many organizations within his field. During the period from 1948 to1950 he served on the 
Houston Geological Society Membership, Nomenclature and the Entertainment Committees. In 1951 he was elected Secretary 
and served on the Executive Committee. He served as chairman of the Nomenclature Committee in 1952 and also on the 
Publicity Committee. Dad was Vice-President and was elected President of HGS in 1954. He initiated evening meetings on 
a monthly basis. Thanks to the generosity of many service companies, a “happy hour” preceded these meetings. The HGS 
meetings were such a big success as overall attendance increased. Remembrance continued on page 62

The society reached 1,100 members during the year and became 
the largest local geological group in the world. During Dad’s 
presidency, the HGS hosted the Gulf Coast Association of 
Geological Societies Convention, which was a huge success. In 
1955 Dad served on the Executive Committee. He served two 
separate terms as HGS representative to the American 
Association of Petroleum Geologist and was chairman one year. 
He was chairman of the Awards Committee. In 1959-60 he served 
on the Advisory Committee for the Museum of Natural History. 
Dad was a charter member of the Terra Club, which was formed 
by HGS members. He was a life member of HGS. 


In 1939 he became an active member of the American 
Association of Petroleum Geologists serving as the Gulf Coast 
editor for two years. He also served on the Best Paper Awards 
Committee at the AAPG conventions in Houston and in Calgary. 
He was on the Professional Standards Committee in 1964-65. 
Dad later became an emeritus member. 


He served as Vice-President of the Gulf Coast Section of the 
Society of Economic Paleontologists and Mineralogist in 1957 
and was elected President of the section in 1958 and became an 
honorary life member. Dad was one of the founders and a 
member of the original Board of Directors of the Society of 
Independent Earth Scientists and becoming an honorary life 
member. 


He was Secretary-Treasurer of the State Section of American 
Institute of Professional Geologist and served as President in 
1976-77. He was a member of the National Advisory Committee 
1976-77 and was chairman of the Nominating Committee in 
1977-78. 


Dad’s publications include the geological note in the AAPG on 
the Clodine Field in Fort Bend County, Texas. He was co-author 
of “Sedimentary Volumes of Gulf Coast Sediments.” 


Dad always attributed his lifelong success to Louisiana State 
University remaining active in the LSU Alumni since graduation. 
He was one of the original founders of the Houston Alumni 
Chapter. He and his late wife Olga Treigle Colle, also an LSU 
alumni, were the first fund raising chairpersons in the Houston 
area. In 1969 he was elected to a three year term as Alumni 
Representative to the LSU Athletic Council and was awarded for 
outstanding service by Athletic Director Corbett. The same year 
he was also presented the Alumni Service Award and was 
honored for support of the Leadership Legion and Annual 
Alumni Fund. Dad joined the LSU Foundation where he served 
as a director and President, receiving the President’s award. He 


was an early member of Campanile Charities, a fund-raising 
organization to establish professorships in Marine Law, Geology 
and Engineering at LSU. He also worked with Alumni 
Association to raise funds for the Center of Engineering and 
Business Administration. He was a member of the Tiger Athletic 
Foundation and loved to attend as many home games as possible, 
being a season ticket holder. When he couldn’t attend his ear was 
glued to the radio or he watched the games on TV. In 1996, Dad 
was inducted into the LSU Alumni Hall of Distinction. The Ole 
War Skule inducted Dad into the Hall of Honor. 


Many called upon Dad to help them, or a family member, or a 
friend to locate employment. He would set out to complete this 
task and became known for his one-man employment services. 
He loved to entertain family, friends from LSU, those in his 
industry, and those he met along the way. Dad never met a 
stranger who he didn’t befriend. His social and professional niche 
in Houston was clinched as he became a charter member of the 
Petroleum Club where he served a three-year term as Director 
and Vice-President for one year. He was also a life-member of the 
Houston Club. 


Dad enjoyed hunting duck, dove, and quail. Hunting with family 
and friends was a very memorable time for him. 


On March 31, 2009, Dad closed his doors to Lynbrook Oil 
Company. After 60 years he finally retired. 


Most of all, Dad attributed his life and success to our Lord and 
Memorial Lutheran Church, serving as an Elder for several years. 
His family gives our sincere thanks to Pastor Murray, Pastor Day 
and all the church members for their thoughts and prayers 
during Dad’s struggle with Non Hodgkins Lymphoma. We also 
thank Compassionate Care Hospice for their care and support of 
Dad and his family during his last 2 weeks. 


Dad not only had a passion for his college and business, he was a 
loving husband, father and friend. He survived by his wife, Grace 
Chambers Colle, who he married May, 1995 after the passing of 
his first wife Olga Treigle Colle in 1991, his son and wife Albert D.

Jack Overton Colle is a life member of the LSU Alumni Association. He received the Alumni 
Chapter Service Award in 1969 as he was one of the founders of the Houston Alumni Chapter and 
along with his late wife, Olga Treigle Colle, served as the first fund-raising chairperson in the 
Houston area.

MOSS POINT — Anne Colle Pet- 
ty and her family are still recovering 
from the effects of Hurricane 
Georges. While they go on with 


. their lives, they take pleasure in 


reflecting on old times. 

Petty grew up on Cedar (now 
Frederic) and Live Oak — near the 
river and the bridge, surrounded 
by family members and lifelong 
friends. 

A reunion this summer of peo- 
ple from the old neighborhood 
reawakened memories of the past. 

Since Georges left their home 
uninhabitable, Petty and her hus- 
band, Charles, moved to Moss 
Point. Now the 83-year-old woman 
works at the Moss Point Library, 
and her son, Charles Jr., is restoring 
the house where she grew up. 

Nine years ago, when she and 
her husband moved back to the 
historic Pascagoula neighborhood, 
she thought she was there for good. 
“I came home to roost.” 

The family had lived out West 
for 35 years. 

“In California I worked in an 
antique store for a while, in Wash- 
ington we lived on a boat and 
cruised in the San Juan Islands, and 
in Montana we lived on a ranch 
four years,” she said. 

On their return to Pascagoula, 
she settled back into the old house, 
renewing acquaintances with the 
area and with old friends. 

"My parents, Ed and Annie 
Fitzenreiter Colle, moved into the 
house when they were married in 
1916. My grandfather, Herman 
Colle, had started the tugboat com- 
pany in the 1800s. 

“My grandmother Colle had 
houses built for their children. Four 
houses are left. There were more, 
but different st6rms took those 
along the river front.” 

Petty’s parents married in the 
wake of the July Hurricane of 1916. 
“They had planned to be married in 
the church, but the hurricane inter- 
fered. The minister came by boat 
to my grandparents’ big house to 
marry them. Then they rowed to 


this house. They came in during 
one hurricane, and we had to leave 
during another one.” 

The highest the water had ever 
come since 1916 was to the front 
steps, she said, but Georges swept a 
13-foot surge from the river up 
under the house. 

They had moved out most of the 
antiques, but mirrors, chandeliers, 
carpets and drapes were ruined; 
trees were uprooted; and paint was

Little used records such as tax | 


rolls and agricultural censuses 
can make a difference in 
research when other early 
records of a county no longer - 
exist. 

This is emphasized in the 

. latest book of Wayne County, 
Miss., abstracts by. Jean 
Strickland and Patricia N. 
Edwards. 

This newest offering lists the 
tax rolls from 1831-1844 and the 
agricultural censuses from 1850 
to 1880. 

A courthouse fire in 1892 
destroyed many of the 
documents in the courthouse, 
therefore these two researchers 
have for years collected existing 
data and family information to 
compile a number of volumes on 
Wayne County. 

In Mississippi in the last 
century, men paid a poll tax 
from the time they were 21 until 
they became 50. Therefore, these 
tax records show when people - 
arrived in a county or acquired 
land, when the men turned 21, 
whether women became 
widowed and when men turned 
50. 

The Wayne County rolls list 
the location of the land by the 
nearest water course, the 
location of.town lots, value of 
land, money loaned at interest 
and the ownership of pleasure 
carriages, pianos, horses, 
pistols, clocks and other luxury 
items. 

The agricultural census was 
taken at the same time as the 
federal census. The enumeration 
gives a glimpse at the type of 
crops raised and farm animals 
owned and in many cases may 
be used as a clue to which family 
an individual belongs.

JACKSON — The House 
this week voted to designate 
the Pascagoula River as eli- 
gible for the state Scenic 
Streams Stewardship Pro- 
gram, along with Bear 
Creek in north Mississippi. 

The bill, by Sen. Debbie 
Dawkins, D-Pass Christian, 
has been passed by the Sen- 
ate and now will go to the 
governor for final approval. 
The program provides some 
protections and land man- 
agement for the Pascagoula, 
one of the nation’s most 
pristine waterways.
